‘George Murman Gets Blame 
For Criminal Deeds of Heirens

The Chicago Tribune printed this copyright 
story about George Murman: 

“When he (Heirens) was about 13 years old he 
began to feel that he was two persons and he 
invented a mythical character, ‘George Murman,’ to 
be his alter ego. George is Heirens’ middle name. 
He has not told where he got the Murman. 

“From this invention grew what apparently is 
the most inexplicable split personality that men 
trained in dealing with criminals have ever encoun- 
tered. 

“When he was William Heirens, the youth was 
affable, pleasant... he played nermally with other 
boys. He had no abnorma! sexual habits... . 

“As George Murman, he robbed, killed, swung 
like an ape on fire escapes, stole for the sheer 
pleasure of stealing. ... 

“After a night as George Murman, he could 
return home and instantly resume his role of Wil- 
liam Heirens, attend school, go to church. It is 
shocking that as William Heirens he had no regret, 
no feeling of contrition for the crimes of George 
Murman. And as George Murman he had no feel- 
ing for anything except a pride in being ‘daring.’ 
He had no fear.” 

Dr. Phyllis Wittman, Chief Psychologist for 11 
Illinois mental .hospitals and other State institu- 
tions, says the split personality suggested by Hei- 
rens’ story of George Murman could possibly be 
sheer pretense and part of a careful plan to avoid 
punishment. 

True cases of dual personality, 
Says, are rare in real life. She adds: 

“If Heirens, from what I have read about him, 
is a true split personality, then the personality that 
was hardened and which he called George Mur- 
man, would have to be under control at all times. 

“On the other hand, it is possible he is malinger- 
ing and has a super-ego side that just isn’t brave 
enough to face reality and has turned him into a 
frightened, shrunken fellow.”

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House Gives 
Army Strong 
Atom Voice 


WASHINGTON, July 20—(UP) 
The House Saturday passed and 
returned to the Senate legislation 
to give the armed forces a power- 
ful voice in domestic control and 
development of atomic energy. 

The Senate previously had ap- 
proved a bill vesting control in 
an all-civilian commission. 

The conflicting legislation pre- 
sumably will be sent to a House- 
Senate Conference Committee to 
adjust difference. 

DEATH PENALTY 


The House bill would create a 
five-member commission, of which 
at least one but not more than 
two members would be members 
of the armed forces. The House 
also attached an amendment au- 
thorizing the armed forces to 
manufacture atomic energy mate- 
rials at the direction of the Pres. 
ident. 


It also wrote a provision under 
which the death penalty would 
be imposed on persons convicted 
of willfully giving secret informa- 
tion to foreign nations. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
would be given jurisdiction over 
all violations of the law. 


President Truman has endorsed 
the Senate bill providing for strict 
civilian control, 


VITAL INTEREST 


House approval came after Ad- 
ministration forces battered down 
a final attempt by opponents of 
any atomic energy control laws 
to kill the bill, By a vote of 195 
to 146, the House defeated a move 
by Rep. Dewey Short, Republican. 
of Missouri, to send the bill back 
to the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee. Short urged 
postponed until next year. 


House Democratic Leader John 


|W. McCormack, of Massachusetts, 


fighting against the Short motion, 
shouted that passage of the bill 
was “a matter of vital interest to 
our country.” 

Supporters of the motion be- 
lieved that the Army should re- 
tain complete control of atomic 
research and development until 
greater progress had been made 
toward world security. 

Earlier Saturday the House ap- 
proved by voice vote another se- 
curity. regulation proposed by 
Rep, George Dondero, Republican, 
of Michigan. Dondero’s amend- 
ment would require the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to make 
a loyalty check on all persons 
associated with or employed by 
the Atomic Control Commission.

Safety on Farms 


President Truman hag proclaim- 
ed the week of July 21 as Nation- 
al Farm ‘and Safety Week and 
has called upon all persons “to do 
everything in their power to dis- 
cover and publish the facts about 
farm accidents.” 

The Accident Prevention Serv- 
ice of the Atlanta Chapter of the 
American Red Cross urges that 
all persons engaged in farming in 
this area co-operate in the observ- 
ance of this week by making a 
checkup of safety conditions on 
their farTns. 

“That such a year-long program 
is needed is apparent when we 
realize that farming is the most 
hazardous occupation in the Unit- 
ed States,” the Red Cross says, 
“with approximately 4,500 farm- 
ers being killed at their work 
each year, representing 25  per- 
cent of all occupational deaths. 
Another 300,000 farm people are 
injured each year while working.” 

In order to assist farmers in 
safe-proofing their property, the 


Red Cross presents a general list) 


of recommendations . concerning 
some of the major accident causes: 

1. Check all farm buildings, in- 
cluding the home, for structural 
hazards. Be sure that any broken

These include a number of pro- 
posals, most important of which are that 
unity of command be established immedi- 
ately at Army and Navy outposts and that 
Army and Navy intelligence agencies be 
integrated completely “to avoid the pit- 
falls of divided responsibility.” 

Thus is reiterated the need for passing 
the armed forces merger bill, currently 
blocked in both Senate and House. 

It is to be hoped that this call to action 
from colleagues whose judgment they 
must hold in esteem will serve to prod 
lagging Congressmen into action.

They Can 
Stay Too Long 


A political fatality in Georgia's recent primary 
| A is one possessing well-recognized symptoms, 
oamaetits known to the political doctors over the nation. 

Congressman Malcolm C. Tarver had been Representative for 
the Seventh Georgia District for almost 30 years. He was defeated 
by Henderson L, Lanham, hard-working, church-going, progressive- 
thinking attorney. 


In discussing his victory the winner put his finger squarely on 
the illness causing the political fatality of the veteran Tarver 
when he said: “Mr. Tarver had been in Washington too long. Two 
decades in that city would make it impossible for a man to realize 
he was looking backward.” 

That the defeat was a great shock to Congressman Tarver is 
undoubted. 

He had specialized in agricultural legislation, The Farm Bureau 
had given him its support. He had been instrumental in bringing 
a great dam to his district, one which will mean much to the 
development of it- ‘ 

But, he had developed that sinister hardening of the political 
arteries known as “Washington Marbleitis.” A great many have 
died political deaths from it, notably among them being Sen. 
Wheeler, of recent defeat. 


Change Judge Tarver’s district had changed and I doubt if he 
recognized the fact. Indeed, the very “things” he had 
“got” or helped “get” for his district were to prove his undoing. 

When he went to Congress the Seventh District was an agricul- 
tural district. There was no industrial group beyond a few small 
shops. There were no great textile mills with CIO unions. There 
were no units of large corporations employing thousands of persons 
in his district. 

He was busy in Washington. He worked at agricultural laws, 
making them his specialty. It is doubtful if there is a man in the 
entire Congress as familiar with that type legislation as he. 

But his district went on changing. It remains a very strong 
agricultural region. Indeed, it has made more progress in fighting 
its way back from the cotton failure of the twenties than any other 
district. But its cities and some of its villages have seen big plants 
come. Their employes came from the farm homes. Pretty soon 
those homes began to think in terms of the relationship between 
the factory and the farm. The thinking of the district underwent 


a change. 

Conflict Where once the interest had all been agricultural, about 
half of it became urban and industrial. This latter 

group felt that Congressman Tarver had voted against their inter- 

ests in some of the legislation before Congress. 

There was a great deal of truth in the statement by the winner, 
namely: “Two decades in Congress will make any man a reaction- 
ary. Tarver has put up with pressure groups and blocs so long 
in the temple of law-making on Capitol Hill that he probably didn't 
even realize he was looking backward.” 

Congressman Tarver will deny with complete sincerity that he 
is a reactionary. I don’t think he is one or means to be one. With- 
out doubt, he felt he had done a job the district would appreciate. 

But he had not come back often enough to make commencement 
speeches. He had not come back to enough barbecues and had 
not realized that within the huge buildings of the cord, spinning 
and Tubize those interests. and thinking were becoming more 
and more articulate and strong. 

His answer to that would be—“I was in Washington represent: 
ing the district and my duty was there.” 

_ So it was. 

But he, along with others who are listed as political fatalities, 
testify to the fact that Washington is not a place to stay in too long. 
It is well to come back home. 


Home The men who make trips to, Washington can say what 
the district looks like to them. The groups who want 
something are appreciative, but if the Representative remains in 
Washington he cannot know how many people really want what 
the district “got.’”’ He must go back home himself. Home is where 
the heart—and votes-——are. 

The people are fickle. 

That was appreciated. 

But when invitations to a barbecue celebrating the getting of it 
were sent out, they went to a select few. 

Henderson Lanham's campaign managers let that be known. 

“Were you invited?” they asked. 

And the dam ceased to be something got for 
became, instead, something got for a few persons. 

All of this, one may be-sure, went on without Congressman 
Tarver’s knowledge. He was just out of it. The trouble with Wash- 
ington Marbleitis of the political arteries is that you never know 
about it until the fatal hemorrhage of opposition votes comes and 
there is no tourniquet to stop it. 

Sen. Wheeler knows about it now—and so do others in other 
States. “Marbleitis,” if untreated by the penicillin of visits back 
to the district, always is fatal. 

Nominee Henderson Lovelace Lanham reads to me like a man 
who will not forget the specific for this Washington disease—visits 
back to the district.

The average screen production is, undoubted- 
ly, a one-time-see attraction, something you may 
find entertaining once, but that youd scarcely 

have patience to sit through a second showing. 

There are, however, some pictures which could well 
shown at regular intervals. Pictures that discriminating patrons 
would delight in seeing again and again, at suitable intervals,_,Just 
as the lover of good books knows certain volumes worth reading 
a half dozen times. 

It is when a novel proves its value by such rereading, through 
the years; when it is enjoyed by generation after generation, that 
we call it a classic.

There are not too many screen productions yet worthy of the 
classification of “‘classic.”

Pic- 
tures which will always stand out in memory for something special, 
perhaps the touch of genius, in their quality. Pictures that a new 
generation of moviegoers, who have attained show-going age since 
they were originally released, would flock to see, because they 
have heard of them from all the older people.

: Thus it was with extreme interest that 
Coming Re-releases I read, recently, a communication from 
Ernie Emerling, that good friend and press agent for Loew’s 
Theaters. 

Ernie’s ideas on this line coincide, generally speaking, with 
mine. Of course, his selection of film classics doesn’t always agree. 
And, naturally, he speaks only of Loew’s and Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer. Perhaps, if MGM starts the “revival” plan for some of 
their best productions, other film makers will follow suit. Or, for 
all I know, they may already have set a similar plan in operation. 

We all know it is the box office reports that dictate 99 percent 
of the Hollywood decisions. Therefore, it is safe assumption that 
MGM’s decision to re-release some of their finest films is largely 
the aftermath of the successful revival of their “Waterloo Bridge,” 
which did far greater business at the box office on its return 
showing than on its first. 

As 1 understand it, MGM has already decided on re-release of 
‘Mutiny on the Bounty,” “Gone With the Wind,” “The Philadelphia 
Story,” “The Great Waltz,” “San Francisco,” “Wizard of Oz,” and 
“Tale of Two Cities.” 

There are a number of those I'd muchly enjoy seeing again, 
Of them all, if I could only see one, I'd pick “Wizard of Oz.” 

That, to my mind, was as delightful a piece of fantasy as the 
screen has ever produced. 1 saw it twice when it was first shown 
in Atlanta. I saw it a third time at a neighborhood theater and, 
if they re-release it, I'll see it for my fourth time, at least. 


After all, it doesn’t matter when a motion 
New To Many picture was made. It is new to you’ when you 
first see it. If you did not see any one of the above list when it 
was first shown, it is entirely new for you when it comes on this 
revival plan. And, believe me, it is extremely rare to see a 
picture, no matter how recently released, as good as any on that list. 

There are, too, all those younger moviegoers who have started 
patronizing the box office since these films had their day. Those 
younger folks have treats in store when such films come again. 

As I said, this list is from MGM. Other producing companies 
may have similar re-release lists. Id be glad to hear of them, if 
they have, 

In the meantime, wouldn't it be rather a good idea for the dis- 
tributors to find out the sentiment of the general moviegoing public 
on this idea? Invite anyone who wishes, to write his favorite 
theater, or to the company direct, naming the picture, or two or 
three pictures, they would most like to see again. 

If such a demand arose, if enough letters came in with requests 
for special pictures, undoubtedly we'd be given opportunity to see 
again the greatest productions of the past 10 years.

Of those men who have been mentioned for 
the post of Speaker of the House, it seems that 

, Fred Hand, of Pelham, is out in front at present. 
Fred has done more campaigning for this seat than any of the others, 
and he may have enough pledges from: members of the new House 
to assure his tem under Roy Harris, Fred 
was the firat to announce as Roy's successor for the No. 1 spot. His 
home folks sent him back to the House without opposition in the 
hope that he would be promoted to presiding officer. ¢ 

Of the three good friends of Harris who had planned to run for 
the speakership—and all are pals of each other, by the way—~-Fred 
today is in the best spot to work with the new Governor. He kept 
his political preferences hidden during this present campaign. He 
didn’t talk gubernatorial politics. However, he seemed friendly 
enough with the new Governor's ideas of a white primary and on 
blocking Arnall's second-term try, and his county went for Talmadge. 

On the other hand, Rep. Adie Durden, of Dougherty, more or 
less tied his hopes for the speakership onto the Rivers gubernatorial 
campaign. Like Hand, Durden was returned to the House without 
opposition, But Adie spent his time working hard to elect Rivers 
as Governor, and waiting until after the campaign to try to line 
up support for himself for the speakership. 

Rep. Charlie Gowen, who was grooming himself for the speak- 
ership, didn’t get a free ticket back to the House. Because he 
fought the Arnall second term amendment, Charlie had hot oppo- 
sition. He has been re-elected by a margin of nearly three to one. 
But he has spent all of his time thus far campaigning for his House 
seat.instead of working for the Speaker’s post. Charlie’s ideas are 
not as close to those of the new Governor's as are Hand's, and 
of course, Adie’s ideas are not leaning toward those of the new 
Governor's. 

Rep. Walter Harrison, of Millen, powerhouse for Arnall in the 
unsuccessful move to lift the succession ban, has been looked upon 
as a probable Speaker. Walter had a hard job coming back to the 
House himself. He spent his time campaigning for his House seat 
and working for the election of Jimmie Carmichael as Governor. 

Rep. John Lewis,.of Hancock County, a friend of the new Gov- 
ernor, and Rep. Sam Welsch, of Marietta, a friend of Carmichael, 
have been mentioned as candidates for the speakership earlier in 
the campaign. 

Bob Elliott, of Columbus, assistant floor leader during former 
Talmadge administrations, has been returned to the House. He 
may be a candidate for some place of House leadership. Jim Dykes, 
of Bleckley, reportedly groomed for floor leader, has been re-elected.

ER Majesty Queen 

aa better known by tourists and 
explorers as. Queen Eva, the 

last hereditary ruler of the fabulous 

Easter Island in the Pacific, has 

joined her mysterious ancestors, 

Shortly before departing from this 
earth at the variously estimated age 
of 110 to 117, Queen Eva appointed 
as her rightful successor a ‘Tahitian 
girl, Veronica Mahute. However, the 
government of Chile, which owns the 
island celebrated for its strange, mas- 
sive high-hat statues, has refused to 
recognize the new queen. 

The Chilean ban was based on the 
fact that Queen Eva abdicated when 
the island was taken over in 1888. 
Instead of stirring up a lot of trouble 
among the natives, as was at first 
feared, this ruling against Princess 
Veronica has been accepted compla- 
cently by Easter Islanders, 

Faster Island is one of the most 
isolated spots on earth, a small tri- 
angular volcanic island, barren, tree- 
less and riverless, about 55 square 
miles in area and 13 miles at its 
widest point. Its history shrouded

has been and still is a Mecca for 
explorers, scientists, adventurers 


Years ago, Queen Eva ruled 
over its carefree people, a mix- 
ture of Polynesian, Melanesian 
and some European stock, who caught 
octopi with bare hands, worshiped 
Makemake in the form of a sea bird, 
the only one of their ancient pods 
they remembered, and _ respected 
mana, their ruler’s magic powers. 

When Chile’s men landed to oc- 
cupy the island, Queen Eva's power 
and glory began to slip. She had to 
abdicate. A few years later, she dis- 
inherited her own daughter for mar- 
rying a‘ “commoner”’—-a_ Chilean 
sailor, Nicholas Anata. That ended 
the royal blood line that stemmed 
from legendary Hotu-matua, the first 
king of the island, said to have ruled 
in the 14th century. But it didn’t end 
Q@ueen Eva’s futile yearning for an 
heir to carry on after she was gone. 

At the age of 100, she took up 
smoking after she saw a naval officer 
with a cigarette in his mouth, 

Sho1.ly before her death, probably

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worrying that her royal family 

tree would die out with her, she 

appointed as her successor Ve- 

ronica Mahute. Her own 
daughter is still alive. She’s 65, and 
her sailor husband is now employed 
as a male nurse jn the Naval Hos- 
pital on Easter Island. 

Scientists are skeptical about 
Queen Eva's reported age. Some ex- 
plorers say that the oldest man found 
on Easter Island in 1935 was only 65. 
Dr. H. L. Shapiro, anthropologist, of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History in New York, who has made 
several visits to the island and has 
met Queen Eva, says that the people 
there don’t know their ages. 

It’s difficult to separate fact from 
legend where little is known about 
the past of the inhabitants. 

(Jueen Eva claimed royal descent 
from the first king, Hotu-matua, How 
he got there is still a puzzle. 

The nearest point on the South 
American coast is 2,230 miles away. 
The closest inhabited island is 
cairn, of “Mutiny on the Bounty” 
fame, and it is 1,100 miles way. 
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The Death of Queen Ko-Heva of Fabulous 
Easter Island Ended a Royal Line Which 
Had Lasted for Centuries 


Legend has It that Hotu-matua 
came from an island that was swal. 
lowed by the Pacific during a terrific 
submarine earthquake. He and his 
queen and royal retainers were the 
sole survivors of the catastrophe. For 
several years they wandered in an 
open canoe from island to island, 
finally landing on what is now known 
as Rapanui or Easter Island. 

The island was the scene of fre. 
quent tribal wars, The most famous 
was the legendary battle between the 
Long-ears and Short-ears. 

The struggle started, the story 
goes, when the Short-ears refused to 
help in cleaning up the island of 
rocks. Scheming a revenge, the Long- 
ears dug out a big ditch, filled it 
with dry shrubbery expecting to 
snare the Short-ears and roast them 
in this gigantic open hearth. 

The Short-ears, however, got wind 
of the plot, stealthily surrounded 
their enemies and drove them into 
their own oven-pit. According to this 
tale, all but one of the Long-ears 
were killed in the fight. 

The Europeans learned of the 

island first when it was 
Sighted by the Spanish 
navigator, Alvara Men 
dana, in 1566, In 1865, Ed- 
ward Davis, the adven- 
turer and buccancer, re- 
Serted 31 
again. After 
that it was 
known as Davis 
Island until the 
Dutch Admiral 
Rog preveen 
landed on it on 
Easter Sunday, 
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No one seems 
to know for 
sure how many 
kings there 
were since 
Hotu matua. 
Estimates 
range from 30 
to 57. There is 
even a dispute 
as to who the 
last king was. 
some say it 
was Maurata, 
who, with his 
father, Kaima- 
koi, anda great 
number of the 
people were 

kidrtaped by Peruvian slavers in 1862 
and taken to dig guano on Chincha 
Island, Where he _ perished, 

Others say the last ruler was 
Gregorio, the boy king who died at 
the age of 12 in 1866. 

still others insist that the last 
royal successor was Koreto, the wife 
of a chief before she became the 
companion of the notorious French 
soldier of fortune, Dutroux-Bornier. 
Bornier, the first white settler on the 
island, obtained two-thirds of Easter 
Island in 1867 in exchange for calico 
and other trade goods. He ruled till 
murdered a few years later. 

After Chile took over they created 
two more kings, Atamu Te Kena and 
Riroroko, but their powers didn’t 
amount to much. 

In 1920 the Chileans again tried 
to proclaim another new king, Juan 
Tepano. There was a great public 
ceremony but no one took it serious. 
ly, not even Juan,

NE of the biggest booms of 

our times is in fortune telling.

The gypsy who used to read tea 
leaves and dine on crackers and milk 
when dollar customers were lacking 
has now become Madame Zoroaster. 
At her door is a uniformed and very 
proper footman; she orders svelte 
frocks at a svelte couturier’s, travels 
in a handsome limousine complete 
with liveried chauffeur. 

To Madame Zoroaster and her 
sister fortune tellers, astrologers and 
spirit readers, in darkened rooms all 
over America, go increasing numbers 
of distraught men and women to seek 
the answers to questions like these: 

“Did my husband have a sweet- 
heart in Germany?” 

“Can you get word through to 
my son that I am caring for his little 
family?” 

“Should I marry Jim, or does he 
drink too much?” 

“Will Father get well? 
change his doctor?” 

“What stock shall I buy?” 

This current prosperity of the 
fortune tellers signifies a disturbed, 
a hesitating America, says a man 
who knows. His name is John R. 
Saunders and he is Associate Cura- 
tor of Education at the American 
Museum of Natural History. Super- 
stitions are Mr, Saunders’ hobby. He 
has tracked down thousands of them, 
studied their origin, their effects. 
Mr. Saunders cites some = telling 
figures: 

“It is estimated,” says he, “that 
Americans spend annually at least 
$125,000,000 on their superstitions. 
In the United States many thousands 
of seers are practicing their dubious 
arts. Their biggest year was 1945. 
The price for a palm reading, a spirit 
sitting, varies from five dollars to 
fifty. In Louisiana, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, poor, believing people last 
year spent one million dollars on 
magic charms, love _ potions.

All the ladies tried to look 
their best for the oecasion. But 
they hadn’t much to look best 
in. They proudly wore their 
finest fur coats, five or six 
years old in most cases, and 
sweeping ostrich feathers over 
their heads. 

It looked thoroughly Edward- 
lan, but the Jadies of the Em- 
pire haven't had anything new 
to wear since the war started. 
The ostrich plume is the only 
ornament they have for dis- 
play. It has become the last 

cry in London. 

If old Lady Dudley, the mother 
of the present Earl, as Gertie Mil- 
lar, the most famous English ac- 
tress of her day, Had been alive she 
could have sworn that the whole thing was noth. 
ing but a throwback to pre-war 1914. 


= sight of an aristocracy wearing its old relics 
might have pleased Mr. Bevan. But perhaps it’s 
a good thing he did not attend the party. Other 
wise the acid Minister of Health would have had 
to eat his words that “servants have gone forever.” 

In fact one of the reception rooms was full of 
old servants— nannies, governesses, footmen, 
cooks, butlers, head-gardeners, game keepers and 
so on-—all imported from “Sutton Place,” the Duke 
of Sutherland’s estate in Guildford, Surrey. 

After all the Duke. of Sutherland employs 
more servants than a brigadier general commands 
troops, but to His Grace all these faithful old 
retainers are like part of his own, huge family. 
He’d no more think of dismissing one than he 
would a Kinsman. 

The servants themselves wouldn't know where 
to go nor what to do should something happen to 
His Grace. They have been connected with the 
Sutherland name for as long as they remember. 

Servants aS much as peers are part of the 
British order of things. And the servant in Eng- 
land is an aristocrat himself. 

Incidentally, both Sutherland, who is the fourth 
Duke of Scotland, and Dudley are wealthy and 
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worthy peers, Pale, ash-blond, genteel Geordie 
Sutherland owns vast extensions of land. At one 
time, before he sold part of it, he owned 1,250,000 
acres, which made him just about the greatest 
landowner in the world. Today simple, modest 
Geordie still administers 16 estates, one of which, 
“Dun Robin” in the county of Sutherland, covers 
a good part of the north of Scotland. 


OLITICALLY the Duke of Sutherland is cer- 

tainly a progressive member of the Conservative 
party. He tried to introduce a reform in the House 
of Lords by which the venerable peers would be 
elected to the House only for life, but could no 
longer transmit it from father to son, but Geordie 
was unsuccessful in his valiant attempt. 

The Earl of Dudley is completely the opposite 
type. Aggressive Eric Dudley is above all a keen 
business man. Though heir to an illustrious 
name, a string of handsome estates and great 
wealth, he did much to increase that fortune. 

Today Eric Dudley is one of the most powerful 
figures in the steel industry in England. This did 
not prevent His Lordship from trying to increase 
his bank account with other experiments. Lord 
Dudley opened a country zoo, from which he also 
derives a nice little income. 

Just like Sutherland, who married a beautiful 
young woman, many years his junior, after his 
first wife Eileen died, so Dudley married the for- 
mer Lady Long, whom he had courted assiduously. 

England is just about the only country 
in the world where hereditary aristocracy 
has not tried to segregate itself from the 
people. 

There aré some old school ¢e Britishers—

some products of Eton or Harrow—who may seem 
preposterous to Americans. But, as a whole, the 
British aristocrat (version 1946) is a completely 
new kind of a chap. He understands the griev- 
ances and the rights of the people. He has suffered 
along with the rest of them in the war and has 
shared his rations strictly and honestly. 

The era of a frivolous aristocracy, when their 
lordships had only time for play and considered 
honest work below their dignity, is gone forever. 
A bird's eye view of the British system could 
undoubtedly convince the superficial spectator 
that it’s still running on a feudal basis. In no 
European country—with the possible exception of 
pre-war Poland and Hungary—could you find any 
one man owning as much land as the Duke of 
Sutherland. 

In no country in the world, except perhaps in 
America—where we still have multimillionaires— 
and India, with its fabulous maharajas and the 
Aga Khan, would so much wealth be controlled by 
one man as the Duke of Westminster, “the 
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richest man in the British Isles.” A great part of 
London, and certainly its most valuable part, is 
owned by this one peer. 

Yet, though this is true, neither Duke of 
Sutheyland nor Duke of Westminster are entitled 
to any more privileges or protection than the 
cockney-accented little man who lives in one of 
the bomb-shaken huts in London’s slum district. 
Westminster, just to shock you, pays 21% shillings 
on the pound (there are 20 shillings in a pound) 
in taxes. He actually has to pay more in taxes 
than he receives as an income. He’s not allowed 
to touch any part vf his capital. Nice way to be 
one of the world’s richest men. 

A title in England today is no longer a pass- 
word to power and privileges. Duchesses of 
Sutherland, Westr&inster, Devonshire, Norfolk, 
etc., etc., are all wearing their ostrich plumes at 
parties without a whisper of complaint. Most 
of these Ladies worked in London canteens during 
the war, happy to wash dishes for American GIs 
and British Tommies, only too grateful if their 
homes were not blown to bits by German bombs. 
Their husbands, when young enough, fought 
alongside commoners—-proud to keep true to the 
old formula “noblesse oblige.” 


F VEN with all the changes that have gone on 
and with the marked tendency of post-war Eng- 
land to socialize itself, you couldn’t find one Briton 
in a million who'd claim the need.to abolish 

aristocracy as a class. 

There’s a reason for 
that. Only England, 
among countries with 
an heredity § aristoc- 
racy, has social differ- 
ence between com. 
moner and aristocrat 
so thin as to be al- 
most indistinguigh. 
able. 

This is more easily 
understood when you 
realize that more than 
two-thirds of the pres- 
ent House of Lords 
are sons, grandsons or 
great-grandsons of 
commoners—some of 
them were born com- 
moners and elevated 
to the peerage during 
their own lives. What’s 
more, only three of 
the more than 450 
heredity peerages now 
existing date from the 
13th century. 

Since the middle 
ages the English 
country gentlemen has 

almost never swayed 
from the following prac- 
tice: to his first child he 

left his landed estates 
and naturally his title; the 
second he sent to Oxford or 
Cambridge to become a law. 
yer, or a doctor. The third one 
was encouraged to become a 
member of either army or 
church. And to his youngest he 
gave a chance to go to London and 

learn one of the trades. 
Thus a strong bond — unknown to 
other European aristocracies, which 
saw themselves as divinely anointed 
with all rights and no duties—developed 
between the gentry and the commercial 
classes in England. 

In feudal France, Italy or Germany the aristo- 
crat could never be pursued by the tax collector. 
In England no member of the House of Lords 
has ever claimed such exemption. 

There's another reason which kept the aristoc- 
racy of England from becoming weak and decrepit 
«that is, the steady intermarriages between sons 
of peers and daughters of newly-rich, aggressive 


stock—and the accepted practice of creating new, 


peers out of the self-made, 

The commoner in England feels no hatred 
against the aristécrat as he did in Russia and in al! 
other European countries. For he knows that the 
same type of red British blood runs in his veins as 
in those of the man he calls his social better. 


T’S thus that a man like Ernest Bevin, blunt, 
ruthless but sincere foreign minister of Britain’s 
Labor Party, was able to say to a wealthy banker, 
his host at a sumptuous luncheon, without rancor: 
“You chaps had better do your best now, because 
when we come to power we will smash you.” 
Bevin and his party have come to power and 
Bevin is turning himself inside out to defend

All this planning and all these 

properties are valueless unless the 
governments of the many countries

Sam Zemurray, the immigrant 
boy who pulled himself up by a 
simple formula—‘“Work hard and 
know what you are doing’’—has 
brought many changes to the banana 
countries, 

In Honduras, there's the school of 
Pan-American Agriculture, which 
teaches young natives to get the most 
out of the land, to plant diversified 
crops and to become prosperous.

Zemurray started a department of 
crops, which has studied the 
growth of such Far East and African 
crops as abaca, or Manila hemp; oil.

chona, for quinine; teak and bamboo 
rotenone, for insecticides; spices and 


soap 


flavoring oils from tropical grasses. 

“The world changes,” Zemurray 
says. “And we change with it. We 
should have done it long ago. We 
get something out of it that’s worth 
far more than money. We get the 
friendship of the people, the good 
will that is so much more valuable 
than guns and greenbacks.” 

The son of a Bessarabian inn- 
keeper leans back in his swivel chair 
and smiles. “I’m going to retire some 
day myself,” he says. “It’s nice to 
know that from my small beginnings 
I have a home to retire to. And it’s 
nice to know that we are helping 
thousands of other people reach the 
same goal, regardless of where and 
under what circumstances they were 
born.”

T LOOKED like a $1,000,000 night. The south- 
ern sky was clear above the Brook Club. A 
faint ocean breeze rustled the palms beside it. 
By 10 o'clock, sleek limousines were purring up 
the broad driveway, one after another, discharg- 
ing guests, to be welcomed in the foyer by an 
impeccable host. 

By midnight, the elaborate, modernistic casino 
was packed. Players jammed around craps tables 
and roulette wheels, Men and women, Others 
bent over chemin de fer. 

Five thousand dollars was bet on a roll of the 
dice. Ten thousand. Twenty thousand. The 
stacks of intricately embossed chips rose before 
the players, and dwindled; rose, and dwindled. 

The golden flood from the North was streaming 
through the casino among the palms. Easy money 
was something almost alive in the smoky air. 

That was a typical fight at the Brook. It was 
the kind of night that stirred Florida's State Attor- 
ney to move against the club, and it was that ac. 
tion that later prompted a courageous Miami news. 
paperman rugged, forthright John D. Penne 
kamp, associate editor of The Miami Herald — to 
stand up for the People of the State of Florida 
against a judiciary bogged down in technicalities. 

Today, because Pennekamp dared strike a 
blow for free speech and pillory judicial technicali- 
ties, the whole American people have a new 
and broader right to open, unhampered, unfearful 
utterance whether it concerns the man across the 
street or the man in robes on the judge's bench. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
seen to that. In a unamimous decision the first 
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John D. Pennekamp, the Miami Editor Who Car- 
rled the Case to the Highest Court and Won, 


one of the kind without a dissenting vote In its 
history —it has upheld John ID. Pennekamp and 
The Miami Herald, whose publisher is John S. 
Knight, in their right to blast judicial red tape, 
and it has gone much further. In its recently 
handed down decision, it has set a precedent which 
gives to the press of America—the voice of 
America — authority to speak up loud and strong 
and clear and unequivocal let the little judges 
on the little benches in the lower courts topple 
as they may. It has even assured to the pres:

and the people the privilege of criticizing 
members of the Supreme Court itself. They 
are fully within their rights, for example, in 
expressing vigorous opinions in such a re- 
cent case as that In which Justice Robert H 
Jackson attacked Justice Huyo Black. Jus 
tice Jackson charged that Justice Black had 
participated in decisions affecting a former 
law partner and that the practice, if con. 
tinued, would bring disrepute upon the 
whole court. 

It was easy money—nothing else—that 
set in motion the sequence of dramatic.ci 
cumstances culminating in the clarion free- 
speech vindication by the country’s highest 
court. Easy money from the North, speed 
ing to Florida by plane and train and bus, 
and by cars, sometimes bumper te bumper, 
along beckoning U. S. Highway No. 1. 


ENNEKAMP knew that. He's a veteran 

editor, with eyes open. He's been 22 years 
with the Herald, five years as editorial chief. 
He knew that the big gambling clubs weren't 
inside the city limits of Miami.

“Every accused person has a right to his day 
in court,” said the editorial, “but when judicial 
instance and interpretative procedure recognize 
and accept, even go out to find, every possible 
technicality of the law to protect the defendant, 
to block, thwart, hinder, embarrass and nullify 
prosecution, then the people's rights are jeopar 
dized and the basic reason for courts stultifiled. 

“The seeming case and pat facility with which 
the criminally charged have been given technical 
safeguard have set people to wondering whether 
their courts are being subverted into refuges 
for lawbreakers ... 


47 HIS week the people, through their grand 
jury, brought into court eight Indictments for 
rape. Judge Paul D. Barns agreed with the de- 
fense that the indictments were not properly 
drawn. Back they went to the grand jury. 

“Only in the gravest emergency does a judge 
take over a case from another -court of equal 
jurisdiction, A padlock action against the Brook 
Club was initiated last spring before Judge George 
kK. Holt, who granted a temporary injunction, 

“After five months, the case appeared Tuesday 
out of a blue sky before Judge Marshall C. Wise- 
heart at the time State Attorney Stanley Mflledge

had to choose between the grand jury and Judge 
Wiseheart’s court. 

“The judge dismissed the injunction against 
the club and its operators. The defense got delay 
when it wanted it and prompt decision from the 
court when it profited by it.” 

So much for the Brook. So much for its high- 
heeled ladies and its gentlemen with $1,000 bills. 

What of grubby little Tee Pee? Mr. Penne- 
kamp took care of that, too. 

“On October 10, Judge Holt had before him a 
suit by the state to abate a nuisance (bookmak- 
ing) at the Pee Tee Club,” the editorial said. 

“Five affidavits of persons who allegedly vis- 
ited the premises for the placing of bets were 
introduced by the state over the objection of the 
defendants. 

“Judge Holt ruled them out, explaining in 
denying the injunction against the Tee Pee Club: 

“"The defendant cannot cross-examine an affi- 
davit. ‘The court cannot determine who is testify- 
ing and whether belief can be placed upon such 
testimony . The fact that such affidavits were 
taken before the state attorney does not give 
them any additional weight.’ 

“This may be good law, exact judicial evalua 
tion of the statutes. It is, however, the character 
of legal interpretation which causes people to 
raise questioning hands in futile wonderment 

“Tf technicalities are to be the order and the 
way for the criminally charged either to avoid 
justice altogether or so to delay prosecution as 
to cripple it, then it behooves our courts and the 
legal profession to cut away the deadwood and 
entanglements.” 

Soon after that, a stranger walked up the 
stairs to the associate editor’s second floor office. 
He handed Pennekamp a paper. It was a sum 
mons for contempt, citing him and his newspaper, 
and the judges making the accusation were Judges 
Barns and Wiseheart. 

Pennekamp phoned his chief, Knight, the vig- 
orous young publisher, in Chicago. 

“Are you ‘sure you're right?” Knight asked. 

“Yes,” Pennekamp answered. 

“Then go all the way,” Knight told him. “Keep 
your chin up. Don't take a backward step!” 

That was all Pennekamp needed. His pub 
lisher was with him from the start. No wonder 
that Knight later was to receive congratulations 
from many parts of the country, and that Penne. 
kamp and the Herald were flooded with tele- 
grams and letters. 

They opposed the contempt order, of course. 


They pleaded that their sole intent was to criti 
cize Florida court procedures in: connection with 
a drive to stamp out gambling in Dade County 

Circult Judges Barns and Wischeart, sitting 
in November, 1944, as judges in the same case 
in which they were the plaintiffs, brought in a 
conviction. ‘They fined the newspaper $1,000 and 
Pennekamp $250. 

Then the case went to Florida’s Supreme Court, 
and on July 24, 1945, a five to two decision upheld 
the lower judges. Concurring in the majority 
opinion were Justices Roy Chapman, Armstead 
Brown, Glenn ‘Terrell, Elwyn ‘Thomas and Alto 
Adams. The justices who dissented were Justices 
Rivers Buford and H. L. “Tom” Sebring. 

The Florida rulings didn’t stagger Pennekamp, 
Knight and the Herald. They carried the case to 
the top-—and here's the United States Supreme 
Court, this summer, speaking (opinion written 
by Justice Stanley F. Reed): 

“Free discussion of the problems of society 
is a cardinal principle of Americanism ——a prin- 
ciple which all are zealous to preserve. 

“We conclude that the danger under this rec 
ord to fair judicial administration has not the 
clearness and immediacy necessary to close the 
door of permissible public comment. When that 
door is closed, it closes all doors behind it.” 

Justice Frank Murphy, concurring wrote 
“Freedom of the press includes the right to criti 
cize and disparage, even though the terms be 
vitriolic, scurrilous or erroneous.” 


N Florida, now, if an editor wants a gambling 
case hastened, he needn't fear to Say SO. 
He.can’t stop the stream of gold coming down 
from the North. He can’t stop extravagance, It 
Stanley (Little Augie) Pisano, one-time Bro6éklyn 
pang leader, wants to run a hotel there (as he 
told police When they picked him up In Madison 
square Garden recently), he can 
If such men as Big Jack Letendre (who was 
killed this year after he defied the syndicate 
dominating gambling in Broward County) want 
to make Florida their headquarters, editors can't 
stop them. But editors, from now on, can speak 
up in a new voice when their cases come to court. 
It's the syndicate with its far-ranging, gang 
ster operatives that Florida authorities have 
sought to rout out, just as it’s the syndicate that 
fearless James M. Ragen, veteran of Chicago 
newspaper circulation wars, has opposed in his 
city. Dramatic stories of the syndicate’s operation 
and of men who have dared combat it will be told 
in coming issues of The American Weekly. 
Meanwhile, Pennekamp is sending his paper 
to press one day after another. Knight ts appro, 
ing his work.

Those are the 
kind of wisecracks that gagmen think 
up, and honestly, the very. great ma 
jority of us think they're just as 
smart alecky as our parents do. 

Now don’t get me wrong. Don't 
classify me away off on the prissy 
side. I don’t mean we're language 
purists. When we're having a little 
jam session, we bump our gums with- 
out weighing every word in the Web 
ster balance. Just the same, | have 
yet to come across a teen ager, in col- 
lege or out, who says things like this 
(which I’ve seen blamed on us): 

“Hey, look who’s here-—if you can 
stand it,” when someone joins a 
group; or “Feed it-—-maybe itll go 
away,” when another comes along. 

Here and there, a few kids pick up 
these things from the radio, maybe, 
or gag columns. ‘They’re artificial 
things, made up by someone who 
worked hard for effect. There's noth- 
iw spontaneous about them, when 
they're repeated they're Just copy-cat 
talk, and they certainly aren't part of 
any native speech growing up natur 
ally out of high school gyms or col. 
lege campuses. 

What troubles us most of all is to 
be misinterpreted, We're not as ir- 
responsible as a lot of grown-ups 
think we are.

But I am British and whenever I start to feel sorry 
for myself, I think of thousands of others who 
would consider me lucky, because no bomb has 
ever touched me. 

The first thing everyone wants to know is how 
I got the habit. Though you will hardly believe 
it, I might as well tell the truth. It happened 
without my suspecting it and the discovery came 
out of the blue sky when I went to a doctor to be 
treated for an attack of the flu. He said: 

“It is not influenza. You are a morphine ad- 
dict suffering from deprivation of the drug.” 

“That is impossible,” I told him. Did this silly 
man think me an innocent country maiden? I 


was the daughter of Sir Aubrey Dean Paul and 


one of the best known of Mayfair's sophisticated, 
“bright-young-people” set, who knew all about every- 
thing, including drugs and their victims.

But imagine the 
shock recently suffered by 
Leslie Browner, a young 
Londoner, when he hugged 
his flancee, 22-year-old F lor- 
ence Quarrel, so enthusias- 
tically that she did die, In 
his arms. 

Browner testified, during 
the subsequent Inquest, that 
he and Miss Quarrel were 
talking over their wedding 
plans in her home. ‘They 
became so happy over the 
prospect that, as he was 
saying good-by, they flung 
their arms about each other 
in a fond embrace, 

The young man said he 
was not aware that he 
squeezed the girl any more 
vigorously than he had done 
many times before. But, to 
his alarm, she gasped, and 
collapsed, 


ER head rolled from side 
to side and she strug- 

vied for breath. Browner 
hurried to a telephone in 
the adjoining house to call 
a doctor. When he returned, 
his fiancee was dead, 

Spectators at the inquest 
looked quizzically at one 
another, but any doubts they 
may have harbored were 
dissipated by a well-known 
medical authority who testi- 
fied that Browner had inad. 
vertently squeezed a vulner- 
able nerve center in 
his sweetheart’s 
neck Nerves con- 
trolling the lung 
and heart functions 
come fairly close to 
the surface at the 
spot, he explained. 

Browner’s arms, 
locked around the 
girl’s neck, para- 
lyzed the vital 
nerves in a “hug of 
death,” 

The grief-stricken 
man was cleared 
by the coroner who 
expressed his sympathy.

Golder related that, about 10 minutes before 
the shooting, he had heard a woman's voice, ap- 
parently coming from the front porch, calling to 
Elizabeth Carman to stop practicing as the doctor 
was busy. 

“The piano-playing stopped,” he said, “and then 
the woman passed from the front through the hall 
toward the kitchen. A few minutes later she re- 
turned to the front of the house.” 

He said this woman, rather tall and stout, was 
wearing a white shirt-waist, white skirt and tight 
white belt. 

Immediately after the shot, he rushed outside, 
Golder continued. Seeing no one, he dashed back 
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into the house and to the office. 
There he saw the woman in white. 

“I recognized her voice as the 
same that had spoken to the little 
girl,” he said. “She came into the office from the 
soutside of the house. I heard the doctor saying, 
What shall I do? What shall I do?’ The woman

Golder said he went outside again, about 20 
minutes after the shooting, and looked at the 
broken window. “There was a shingle stuck be- 
tween the window and the screen,” he said. ‘The 
shingle kept the screen so far open that I could 
put my whole hand under it when I tried.” 


Celia Coleman, the maid, also told a story. 
On the morning after the shooting, she signed 
im statement, at the suggestion of the Carman 
family attorney, saying that she had seen nothing 
suspicious either béfore or after the crime. Later, 
however, she told the police that she had seen 
Mrs. Carman enter the back door immediately 
after the shot. She said that Mrs. Carman was 
earing a blue kimono over her nightgown, and 
ad a gun in her hand. 

County Detective Norton learned that, at Mrs. 
arman’s request, a dictograph had been installed 
n the doctor’s office about a month before the 
‘rime, and the receiving end had been hidden in a 
drawer in her bedroom. The dictograph had been 
emoved some time after the shooting. 
~“T was never jealous—just curious,” she said. 

I never heard anything to make me jealous.”

However, the investigators learned that, sev- 
eral weeks previously, she had spied on the doctor 
through the very window used by the slayer. She 
had rapped sharply on the window, it was said, 
when she saw a trained nurse kiss her husband. 

“This nurse Had worked for me on occasion,” 
Dr. Carman explained. “She kissed me because I 
had given her a $20 bill.” 

He was asked if Mrs. Carman had seen any of 
the patients who came to the house that night. 
He replied, “Well, she told me she had let one man 
into the waiting room before she went upstairs.” 
One of the waiting patients, Miss Helen Combes, 
asserted that Mrs. Carman admitted “several per- 
sons” to the waiting room. Miss Combes herself 
had walked in without ringing. 


District Attorney Lewis J. Smith told reporters 
that he did not believe Dr. Carman had been the 
intended victim. He asserted that Mrs. Bailey had 
been fully exposed to the assailant, whereas Car- 
man had been “on the far side of her.” 

Few people in Freeport could believe that Mrs. 
Carman fired the shot. She and her husband, both 
extremely popular, were members of Long Island 
founding families, and the doctor had long been 
a close friend of many local men who had since 
become important officials in Nassau County. 

Among the witnesses to testify before the 
grand jury was Frank Farrell, who described him- 
self as a “tourist.” He swore that at about 8 
p. m., June 30, he heard a shot and saw a woman 
wearing a “dark cloak” rush around the corner of 
the Carman house and disappear into the kitchen. 

On July 16, the jury returned an indictment 
charging first degree manslaughter. 

Mrs. Carman, free on $20,000 bail, received re- 
porters in her home the next day, She denounced 
William J. Burns, celebrated private detective who 
had been retained by the county, and others, charg- 
ing they had treated her unfairly, and expressed 
a theory that Farrell had been planted. The dic- 
tograph? Oh, but that was of no importance. 
She’d heard people tease Edwin about his “many 
girls” and suggest that he was “a regular devil.” 

“T simply made up my mind,” she explained, 
“to find out what was the truth in those remarks 
-—-not because I was jealous, but because I wanted 
to find out,” 


Witness Golder said the woman in white was 
Mrs. Carman, while the defense held that she was 
Mrs. Powell, the doctor’s sister-in-law, 

‘Early in September the grand-~-jury voted a 
superseding indictment charging Mrs. Carman 
with murder in the first degree. The doctor made 
haste to inform reporters 
that District Attorney Smith 
“is doing this because he 
knows very well that evi- 
dence about the dictograph 
could not be admitted in a 
manslaughter trial.” He and 
his wife had just returned 
from a summer spent at 
their stock fafm at Raven 
Rock, N. Y. 

The trial opened on Mon- 
day, Oct, 19. Three 
thousand persons 
tried to get into the 
courthouse at Mineo- 
la. Interest in the 
case had assumed na- 
tional proportions, 
with opinion sharply 
divided as to the guilt 
or innocence of the 
defendant. 

This trial ended in 
a deadlock after the 
jury had deliberated 
for 24 hours. 

The second trial 
began on May 3, 
1915, with Celia Cole- 


swore that after the first trial a private detective 
had offered her $500 to change her testimony. 
George Toomer, a relative of the maid, corrobo- 
rated the bribe story. He also testified that on 
the Thursday following the crime, after she had 
left the Carmans’ employ, she had told him the 
very same story she later told the grand jury. He 
said that Celia told him Mrs. Carman had con- 
fessed the shooting, and had showed her the gun. 


“Celia told me,” he went on, “that she tried to 
prevent Mrs. Carma’ from going into the doctor's 
office while she still had the gun under her shawl. 
Celia told me that Mrs. Carman said, ‘I’m not 
going to do anything more.’” 


Mrs. Carman had visited Celia’s room the 
morning after the shooting, he said, and told her 
she was not to say anything “because they might 
Jock her up and play ghosts on her.” 

Defense Chief George Morton Levy cross-ex- 
amined both the maid and ‘Toomer very closely. 
Justice Abel E. Blackmar told the jury that “un- 
less you accept the testimony of the girl, you've 
got to acquit the defendant.” 


The jury decided not to accept. On the after- 


noon of May 8, after deliberating only one hour 
and 10 minutes, the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 

No one else was ever accused of the crime. 


SEVEN years later Dr, Carman’s name again 
figured in the newspapers when he charged 
that a gang of swindlers had cheated him out of 
$14,000 after allowing him to win $3,000 on “sure 
winners” at the race tracks, 

In November, 1928, he was indicted for man- 
slaughter after the death of a patient upon whom 
he had performed an operation. He was indicted 
also for malpractice, 

Several months later, when he was tried on 
the latter charge, the defense counsel was Attor- 
ney Levy and the presiding judge was former 
District Attorney Smith. ‘The trial ended in a 
conviction but not a jail term. 

Judge Smith, having received clemency peti- 
tions from townspeople, suspended sentence and 
placed the doctor on four years’ probation. This 
automatically revoked the defendant's license to 
practice. 

He died at Freeport on Jan. 8, 1939, and Mrs, 
Carman died on May 21, 1943.

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ROBED in the picturesque 
vestments of the Church 
of England, a tall, white- 
haired vicar marched into 
beautiful St. James’s Church 
at New Bradwell, Bucking- 
ham, one Sunday recently. 

He took his place at the 
pulpit, said a prayer and 
read the service. Then, as 
the morning sunshine 
streamed in through an- 
cient stained glass _ win- 
dows, he preached his 
weekly sermon. 

It was an elequent mes- 
sage, ‘denouncing the pit- 
falls of sin and urging his 
flock to follow the straight 
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since early 1944, its 600 
seats have been vacant. ‘The 
austere vicar has been the 
leader of a flock that hears 
the church bell toll, but 
makes no move to go in- 


side the beautiful old edifice. 


This strange situation 
arose, not from any sudden 
loss of interest in religion 
in that section of Bucking- 
hamshire, but from a quar- 
rel between the pastor and 
his congregation. 

It began in April, 1943, 
when the venerable Rev. 
Guest, vicar there for 38 
years, objected to the pub- 
lication of certain items in

By the year's 
end, eyen these six dropped 
out, leaving the vicar the 
only attendant at the ser- 
vices which he continued to 
conduct in accordance with 
the. requirements. and tradi.

“A petty quarrel has been 
blown up into a big. dis- 
pute’. is the aged: clergy- 
man's version of- events. 

But, whatever its origin, 
the sifuation is a serious 
one for the church, Feeling 
in New Bradwell is so bitter 
that few parishioners go to 
St. James's even for wed-

and narrow path to grace.

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OMETHING is to be done at last, 
it seems, about a fairy tale error 
that has been fooling boys and 

girls for years, 

At a recent convention of educa- 
tors it was decided that the kiddies 
must be told Cinderella’s’ slipper 
wasn't glass after all. Actually the 
footgear the heroine left on the pal- 
ace steps, as she ran to beat the last 
stroke of midnight, was made of fur, 

Generations of publishers, inter- 
ested in the truth, have kept telling 
the public of the big mistake, but al- 
ways they’ve been shh-shhd for fear 
of breaking some child’s heart. 

Now the schoolma'ams who for- 
merly conspired to keep the whole 
thing quiet apparently want it 
straightened out once for all. 

In the original French story of 
the cinder maid, her cruel stepmother 
and jealous stepsisters, Charles Per- 
rault, the author, speaks of the dainty 
“pantoufle en vair,” which means a 
fur slipper. The first person to trans- 
late the fairy tale into English ap- 
parently mistook the words for “en 
verre,” meaning glass, 

since English-speaking parents 
didn’t discover the error, at least not 
immediately, they continued to in- 
clude glass slippers in the many gifts 
of the fairy godmother who provided 
the fine coach made from a pumpkin 
and drawn by six mice turned into 
horses so Cinderella could go to the 
Prince’s ball. 

The Prince was going to choose a 
wife from among his guests. Each of 
the two stepsisters hoped to be chosen. 
Cinderella had been left at the hearth

with-the discouraging job of picking 
peas out of the ashes, 

Some birds flew in and helped her. 
The fairy godmother arrived a bit 
later, and soon Cinderella, dressed 
like a princess, was on her way. 

It was on the third night of the 
entertainment that she stayed too 
long and lost her slipper, the only 
clue Prince Charming had. 

In the French story, which we 
have made our own, Cinderella is 
kind and forgiving. After marrying 
the Prince, which, of course, she did 
when he learned she owned the slip- 
per, she took her two stepsisters to 
the palace to live. She even found 
each of them a husband. 

Some version of this tale Is found 
in every civilized spot on the globe. 

The desire to triumph over a 
lowly station in life and make a good 
marriage seems to have been a unl 
versal wish. ‘The introduction of 
some supernatural aid along the way 
was a device used by early stary 
teller8—probably because they be- 
lieved in fairy godmothers and ani- 
mals with magic power, 

The Cinderella story has numer- 
ous variations, 

In Russia, “Chermushka,” the lit- 
tle girl who cleaned the stoves and 
tended the fires while her stepmother

and stepsisters enjoyed an easy life, 
had two doves instead of a fairy god- 
mother to help her, 

They provided Chermushka with 
beautiful clothes and sent her to the 
ball. 

Later when the elder stepsister cut 
off her toes so she could get her foot 
into the tiny slipper, the birds called 
the Prince’s attention to the impos- 
ter’s bleeding feet. They also be 
trayed the other sister who cut off 
part of her heel. 

When Chermushka’s wedding was 
over each dove flew at one of the 
stepsisters and plucked out an eye. 

In the favorite story, told by word 
of mouth for generations in Scotland, 
the heroine’s name is Ashpitel. 

Instead of tending the hearth this 
young girl was set to watch a hole 
in the hedge so sheep wouldn't get 
into the garden, 

Her cruel stepmother gave her a 
thimbleful of broth, a grain of barley, 
a thread of meat and a crumb of 
bread for her dinner and told her 
to stay out in the field all day. 
When Ashpitel cried because she 
was hungry a little black lamb 
came up and spoke. 

He told her to look in his ears 
and there she found a piece of bread 
and one of cheese, This went on for 
three days and then the little lamb 
was spied on and killed.

Next day as Ash- 
pitel sat weeping 
in the fields because 
there was no little 
black lamb to help 
her, an old woman 
appeared and told 
her to collect all of 
her good _ friend’s 
bones.

When Ashpitel 
was given another 
difficult job and 
didn’t know what to 
do, in came _ the 
lamb, limping be- 
‘ause of his miss- 
ing shank. He did 
the work and sent 
Ashpitel to church 
dressed in fine 
clothes, and glass 
slippers. 

Like Cinderella, 
she lost one of them 
eventually and got 
a Prince for a hus- 
band, 

Not always, however, does the 
Cinderella story come out right in the 
end. In one story from Holland, for 
instance, Aschekladdeken was. dis- 
covered all dressed up in her finery 
on the last night and recognized, 

Her stepsisters and stepmother de- 
cided she was a witch and shoved 
her into the hearth. If she hasn't 
crept out, the story goes, she is 
there yet, 

Among folk-lore experts there are 
two theories about the origin of this 
folk story. Some believe it had a 
single origin and all other stories 
came from that first fairy tale. Others 
believe the story sprang up simul 
taneously in many countries.

HE most important cos- 

metic in shaping the face 
is rouge, and it should be 
used for that purpose just 
as much as for adding color 
to the cheeks, If your face 
is too thin, use the lightest 
shade of rouge that will 
blend with your. natural 
skin tone.

BUZZARDS BAY, Cape Cod, Mass. 
ISH chowder is a noble meal which should be served at 


least once a week on every table in the land.

My favorite chowder fish 
in tautog, or blackfish, but, 
as I say, I'll make a go of 
almost anything that swims.

Refain 


By DORIS DENISON 


OR best results, treat 

stains while they are 
still fresh. The longer they 
stand, the- more difficult 
they are to remove. To do 
a successful job, it is essen- 
tial, first, to identify cor- 
rectly the nature or source 
of the stain and, second, to 
use a stain remover which 
will not fade or injure the 
fabric. If you are not fa- 
miliar with the remover 
you plan to use, test it on an 
inside seam of the garment. 


Simple home stain re- 
movers are (1) 5 per cert 
solution of oxalic acid, (2) 
Denatured alcohol, (3) 
Chlorine bleach, (4) 10 per 
cent solution of ammonia, 
(5) Noninflammable dry 
solvent, such as 
carbon tetrachloride, and (6) 
Hydrogen peroxide. You 
can purchase these at drug 
or grocery stores. 

Directions are given be- 
low for removing stains 
from washable material 
only. 

Candle Wax. Place sev- 
eral thicknesses of blotting 
paper on a table and lay on 
it the stained material, 
spotted side down. Gently 
go over the area with a 
warm iron. If this does not 
entirely remove the wax, 
use carbon fetrachloride. 
Then wash immediately. 

Egg. Soak in cold water, 
then wash as usual, 

Chewing Gum. Soften the 
gum stain with egg white 
and wash in the ordinary 
way. If the gum has flat- 
tened out on the garment 
and stuck fast it may be 
necessary to get it loose 
with carbon tetrachloride. 

Grease and Oil. Rub lard 
gently into the spot. Wash 
well in hot soapy water, 
rubbing between the hands. 
If the spot is stubborn, place 
it face down on a pad of 


clean cloth and gently rub 
the spot with carbon tetra- 
chloride applied with a soft 
clean cloth. Wash again in 
hot soapy water. 

Lipstick, Most lipstick 
may be removed by washing 
in hot, sudsy water, If this 
is not enough, use a mild 
bleach. 

Coffee. Pour boiling water 
through the stain at a 
height of 2 or 3 feet. If 
the stain is old and tena- 
cious, a bleach may have to 
be used. 

Caution, Do not use car- 
bon tetrachloride in large 
quantities as the vapors 
should not be inhaled. Work 
out of doors or in a well 
ventilated kitchen. 


Bleaching 


OMETIMES it is neces- 
sary to bleach clothes, 
especially dish towels. Send 
the clothes through the 
complete washing cycle be- 
fore attempting to bleach 
them. Prepare the bleach 
in a glass or enamel bow! 
according to directions, 
and when the bleaching is 
finished, rinse well and re- 
wash. Never use a bleach 
on garments or articles con- 
taining silk or wool. 
Drying 
RYING must be done 
properly to avoid dam- 
age to fabrics, as well as to 
make ironing easier. Gar- 
ments should be hung on 
the line suspended from 
their heaviest and strongest 
parts. For example, shirts 
should be hung by their 
tails, cotton dresses by the 
seams, boys’ trousers by the 
waist, hand towels and table 
linens one-third over the 
line. Hang sheets double, 
with the hems together over 
the line. 

Hang silks and synthetics 
loosely over the line or ona 
drying rack; never use 
clothespins, 


Gentle Care 


LLOW the simple rules 

which hospitals use to 
obtain long wear for porce- 
lain. As with so many rules 
on conservation of materials, 
easy does it, so long as it is 
done promptly. Because 
porcelain has a_ smooth, 
hard, non-porous surface, it 
does not easily absorb dirt. 
So a simple washing in hot 
suds is all that is necessary. 
A rinse in clear water re-

stores the handsome gleam. 
But particularly important 
is prompt soaking if any- 
thing has stuck or dried on 
the surface, for harsh abra- 
sives or scraping injures the 
finish of your porcelain and 
will. eventually result in 
cracks and chipping. Breaks 
and cracks are not only un- 
sightly but encourage 
scorching and make _ the 
utensils less sanitary.
